WHATEVER HUMOR you want is contained in this 
book. You will enjoy reading it purely for pleasure and 
laughter, but it is most valuable as a book of quick refer- 
ence, a helpful guide to the writing and telling of jokes. For 
not only is this book a mine of material but it also makes it 
easy for you to select the material you want and shows you 
how to make the most of it. It is important therefore to read 
the following pages which tell you 

1. How to select your material 

2. How to write and tell jokes 

3. How to adapt jokes 

4. How to write sketches and continuities. 

We suggest you read the entire introduction before 

proceeding with the selection and development of your 
material. 


HOW TO SELECT YOUR MATERIAL 


FIRST, glance through the table of contents to see the 
general plan of the book. Note that the humorous situations 
are broadly classified into I. INDIVIDUALS, II. IN- 
STITUTIONS (Marriage, government, etc.) and these are 
so subdivided that every subject is related to the subjects 
before it and after it. For the association of ideas is a 
specially important factor in humor. 

Many topics are related also to other subjects in other 
parts of the book. These are listed as RELATED SUB- 
JECTS at the end of each section. 

Now turn to any subject—Accidents, 615-709, for in- 
stance. Here are 95 jokes. Certainly you will be able to select 
enough for most needs. But if you require more material, 
look at 


1. The previous topic (Health) which may apply, and 
proceed with the topics before that, as long as they apply. 

2. The RELATED SUBJECTS (at the end of the sec- 
tion). 

3. The following subjects (Explosion, Injury, Sickness, 
etc.) may apply. 

This process may be continued until you have the jokes 
you want and as many as you need. 

Since the Index is alphabetical and much more com- 
prehensive and detailed than the Table of Contents, it is 
better to refer to the Index when looking up a topic. The 
numbers listed are joke numbers, not page numbers. In all 
probalility your topic will be listed. If by any chance it isn’t, 
try a synonym or related word or a more general or more 
specific word. Thus, you will find Coffee, Tea, Caviar, etc. 
listed. However, you will not find Brussels Sprouts, though 
Food, Vegetables, etc., are listed. 


HOW TO WRITE AND TELL JOKES 


BEAR IN mind that the humorous situations contained in this 
book are basic. They are really outlines, not only funny as 
they are, but also capable of adaptation, expansion and 
development. 

First, personalize the humor. Name the characters and 
the place. It is much better to use, instead of 


HE AND SHE Yourself and your wife or, 
Mr. & Mrs. Smith (people in your audience) 
A WRITER Mark Twain or Ernest Hemingway 
A SALESMAN Jack Robinson or some individual] well-known 


to your audience 


A WELL-KNOWN Betty Ford, Jackie Onassis, or the Mayor's 
WOMAN wife, etc. 
A HOTEL The Waldorf-Astoria or the local hotel 
WALKING DOWN 
THE STREET Fifth Avenue, Wilshire Boulevard, etc. 
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Personalizing the story will make it warmer, more in- 
teresting and more appealing. When you choose the names 
to mention, take into consideration the reputations, the 
associations, fads and foibles of the various possible people. 
Thus you may be able to add special point, a ludicrous twist 
or recall a laughable occurrence that everyone will 
recognize. In this way the picture you make is clearer and 
more complete. And it is all-important to present a picture. 
Compare 


“A man and a girl were walking down the street” with 
“Woody Allen was walking down Vine Street with Jane Fonda”. 


The first sentence is just words, the second makes a pic- 
ture. 

But personalizing the joke is only part of adaptation. 
Switching is another important device. Number 4568 is a 
simple example. 


“Who called that master of ceremonies a monkey”? 
“Who called that monkey a master of ceremonies?” 


Substitute actor, salesman, manicurist or anything else 
that is apt and a good joke is made better. Likewise, the 
word “monkey” can be replaced by some other epithet. 

A further example of this technique is number 4914: 

“If I tear a piece of paper into four, what do I get? 
Quarters. 

And if I divide it into eight? 

Eighths. 

And if I divide it into eight thousand parts? 
Confetti.” 

By substituting the word “steak” for paper you have 
“hamburger” for the final answer. By substituting the word 
“apple” for paper, you have “applesauce.” 

Now by using an entirely different approach, we have still 
another joke: 


“If you see one Hollywood player with a mirror, what is it? 

A love scene. 

If you see two Hollywood players on the screen, what is it? 

A crime scene — two people trying to steal the show. 

If you see four Hollywood players on the screen, what is it? 
An all star cast.” 


Thus, with a little imagination, one joke has become four. 
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Having selected a joke and made it your own, the next 
thing to consider is how to get it across, how to tell it or 
write it. This matter of delivery is chiefly a question of 
assurance, knowing your joke and knowing it is good. You 
must have the clear and definite picture in your mind. Then 
you will have no trouble in conveying that picture by voice 
or pen to your audience or readers. Tell it simply and 
without fumbling. The real skill will come with practice and 
growing assurance. For the art of humor, like every other 
art, requires constant exercise. 

Before you tell your joke, consider where to pause, where 
to give your audience a chance to visualize the picture so 
clearly that when you introduce the unexpected or ludicrous 
“punch” the effect will be most laughable. This pause may 
be an actual pause or it may be some unimportant in- 
terjection, such as “Well, then” or “And do you know 
what.” Some comedians giggle a moment, or waggle а 
cigar, or slap someone’s back. But the purpose is the same, 
to let the audience grasp the situation. 

A fact to bear in mind is that the first words of any speech 
almost never register in the minds of listeners. Every ex- 
perienced speaker says a few unimportant words at the 
beginning to enable the audience to get into focus with him. 
No expert starts off with the meat of his message, story or 
joke. Therefore, start either with some attention-calling 
device or with a few words of generalities, such as “Everyone 
is interested in love. As a matter of fact, even I—” and then 
go оп. 

If you have planned your delivery properly, you may be 
certain that your joke will be successful. 

Up to this point we have considered the single joke. Of 
course, for most purposes, several jokes or series of jokes are 
required. If the several jokes are to be used separately or in- 
terspersed in a speech or lecture, no additional principles 
are involved. But for a series or a continuity a special 
technique is required. 
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HOW TO WRITE SKETCHES, SKITS AND 
CONTINUITIES 


DECIDE on a definite setting. As an example, we'll take a 
courtroom scene. Refer to the Index and you find Court 
Procedure listed with three sub-headings. The logical star- 
ting point is TRIAL 5251-5275. 5263 and 5264 present an 
opportunity for a good beginning. 


“What floor is this, your Honor? 
The fifth floor. 

I’m going upstairs. 

What for? 

I want to be tried in a higher court.’ 


Judge: Order, order, order in the court! 
Prisoner: ГІІ take a ham sandwich on rye with beer.” 


Then number 5269 fits right in: 


“To witness: Take the chair! 
Witness: What for? I got plenty of furniture now.” 


And follow with 5271: 


‘Judge: Have you a lawyer? 
Prisoner: No, but I have some good friends on the jury.” 


And possible 5258: 


“Judge: Do you want a lawyer to defend you? 

Prisoner: Not particularly, sir. 
Judge: Well, what do you propose to do about the case? 

Prisoner: Oh, I’m quite willing to drop it as far as I’m concerned.” 


By this time the suggestion will come to you that the cause 
of the trial should be determined. A divorce? Drunkeness? 
Robbery? Whatever it is, that particular topic presents an 
additional source of humor and it is important to select one 
with comic possibilities. Let’s say it’s a case of a stolen cow. 
Before you consult COW, look at the topics before and after 
TRIAL. JUDGE (before) offers possibilities, so does AT- 
TORNEY, etc. Likewise FINES-SENTENCES, etc. (after). 
Consult the RELATED SUBJECTS that are mentioned and 
select the likely possibilities. In this way you will have a 
plentiful supply of jokes specifically covering a courtroom 
scene. Then by referring to COW you will have an ad- 


ditional source of humor. 
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Now, consider your picture and visualize it. In this par- 
ticular case, we need additional characters besides Judge, 
Prisoner, Lawyer, etc. A Drunk might be a good source of 
humor. We can adapt No. 5264, mentioned above, to in- 
troduce the drunk who could be placed somewhere in the 
courtroom. The prisoner’s sweetheart, buddy or boss, etc. 
might also be useful for comedy. Thus, DRUNK, 
SWEETHEART, etc. are additional topics that may be 
consulted. 

By this time, we have ample material and we have 
developed our continuity. There still remains the process of 
adaptation. Some of this suggests itself almost 
automatically. For instance, we adapted No. 5264 from an 
exchange between Judge and Prisoner to an exchange bet- 
ween Judge and Drunk. But be sure also to personalize all 
the dialogue in accordance with the setting. 

One other factor that will be effective in building up your 
sketch is Off Shoots. Take 5264 again: “Ham sandwich on 
rye with beer.” This presents an opportunity to use jokes 
about Ham, Sandwich, Rye, Beer. And furthermore, the 
line can be adapted to “plum pie and a glass of milk” or “a 
plate of Jell-o with Sanka” and continue from there. 

We have taken at random an ordinary setting and we 
have shown how about 1,000 jokes were marshalled for use. 
It is just as simple to assemble the humor on any topic. 

A joke may also be “switched” by changing the punch 
line. 

Example: Let us use number 2238: 


“Let’s sleep in the gutter. 
Why? 
Plenty of room with running water.” 


By “switching” the last line you may easily develop a 
number of different situations. Examples: “No danger of 
falling out of bed.” —“T'm a fresh air fiend.” —‘‘We’re here, 
why not go to sleep?” — “We'll wake up in the groove.” 

As you can readily see, the possibilites are endless. 
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The variations of jokes and continuities which may be 
derived from and suggested by this book are limited only by 
your own imagination. There is no reason why you may not 
use all the infinite subjects for mirth the world has to offer. 

Unfortunately, there are probably many of you who 
realize the tremendous power that comedy possesses but 
cannot unleash it. Perhaps you run into difficulty when you 
begin to grope for the appropriate dash, the delicate espzrzt, 
or the direct “punch.” Undoubtedly you have often won- 
dered where to turn. 

It is to fit your demand, to fill a need which has hitherto 
gone unfulfilled, that 5600 Jokes For All Occasions has been 
created.
